for  serenity,  mercy  and  understanding;  the  red.  for  strength,  courage  a-d 
inspiration—the  six  attributes  of  a  good  nurse.

The  uniform  includes  a  tailored  gray  wool  suit  wit*  matching  should  or 
bag  and  "beret,  a  gray  reefer  topcoat,  and  a  raincoat.  Both  suit  end  re-fey. 
are  distinguished  by  scarlet  epaulets,  slefete  patch,  and  silver  buttons. 
Summer  uniforms  are  of  similar  assign  in  gray  and  white  striped  cotton 
chambrav  and  are  worn  with  e  gray  felt  howler  hat  with  rod  hand,  Silver 
Maltese'  Crosses  on  the  epaulets  indicate  the  Crdet  Nurse  rank;  one  for  a. 
Junior  Cadet;  two  for  a  Senior  Cadet;  throe  for  e  Cores  graduate.

Th<*  handsome  silver  cap  device  worn  on  the  beret  and  bowler  hat  hPs  a 
nroud  heritage.  It  is  the  emblem  of  this  Country»S  earliest  Trananltarlen 
organization— the  tf.  S.  Public  Health  Service.  The  American  spread  eagle  end 
shield  are  superimposed  en  a  fouled  anchor  and  winged  careens.  The  fowled 
anchor  symbolizes  United  States  se-aen  in  difficulty.  To  care  -or  those 
disabled  Marine  hospitals  wore  founded  by  Act  of  Congress-,-  the  first  .-cO.orrl 
Heplth  Legislation—in  July  179'?-  ^he  ceduceus  is  the  staff  of  Mercury, 
messenger  of  the  gods,  as  well  as  the  ancient  symbol  of  physicians.  Together 
the  anchor  and  caduceus  promise  healing  for  those  in  the  service  of  their 
country.

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BIRTHDAY  HIGHLIGHTS 
CORPS  LEADERSHIP 

The  U.  S.  Cadet  Nurse  Corps — 2 
years  old  on  July  1— is  growing  up. 
Its  youthful  members  have  grown 
with  it.  Like  their  brothers,  the 
thrust  of  responsibility  has  matured 
them — made  them  invaluable  citizens 
of  a  world  at  war. 

They  have  been  tempered  by  the 
challenges  all  nurses  face — the  prob- 
lems of  birth,  life,  and  death.  In 
meeting  the  challenge,  in  tackling  the 
difficult  with  enthusiasm  lies  the  se- 
cret of  their  growth.  Because  they 
have  learned  to  care  for  the  Nation's 
sick,  many  can  now  shoulder  the  bur- 
den of  caring  for  the  Nation's 
wounded — either  as  graduate  nurses 
or  Senior  Cadets.  The  Nation  looks 
to  them  for  leadership. 

Although  their  average  age  is  only 
19,  Cadet  Nurses  have  a  splendid  rec- 
ord of  achievement.  They  have  re- 
leased graduate  nurses  for  military 
service.  They  have  maintained  essen- 
tial nursing  service  in  civilian  hospi- 
tals. They  have  provided  80  percent 
of  the  care  given  to  patients  in  hos- 
pitals with  schools  of  nursing.  Na- 
tional recognition  of  these  achieve- 
ments is  their  bright  birthday  tribute.

We  promised  to  keep  you  abreast 
of  the  needs  for  Senior  Cadets  in  the 
five  Federal  Nursing  Services.  The 
greatest  number  is  needed  by  the 
Army  and  the  Veterans'  Administra- 
tion. These  two  services  should  be 
given  first  choice  by  student  nurses 
who  are  planning  Senior  Cadet  pe- 
riods in  the  next  6  months.  A  small 
proportion  of  each  class  should  apply 
for  the  Navy,  U.  S.  Public  Health 
Service  and  Indian  Service  where 
needs  are  not  as  great  in  number,  but 
quite  as  definite.

To  date,  4,178  Senior  Cadets  from 
every  State  in  the  United  States  have 
been  assigned  to  Army  hospitals; 
more  than  3,000  are  now  serving.  The 
Army  has  high  praise  for  these  girls 
who  have  turned  the  calendar  6 
months  forward  on  their  military 
service.  It  likes  their  capable  ap- 
proach, and  finds  that  their  enthusi- 
asm has  inspired  the  entire  staff  of 
every  hospital  to  which  they  have 
been  assigned. 

In  planning  your  Senior  Cadet 
period,  make  your  first  choice  Army. 
Although  part  of  the  120  hours  of  in- 
struction must  be  given  in  free  time, 


your  48-hour  work  week  will  include 
the  ward-teaching  program.  Your 
full  course  will  consist  of  ward  clinics, 
demonstrations,  seminars,  and  mili- 
tary training. 

Many  fields  of  surgery,  psychiatry, 
treatment  of  medical  and  communi- 
cable diseases,  including  tuberculosis, 
will  be  covered.  You  will  see  the 
wonderful  new  methods  of  treating  the 
injuries  and  diseases  of  a  global  war — 
plastic  work,  bone  repair,  improved 
types  of  splinting.  Under  the  super- 
vision of  skilled  Army  doctors  and 
nurses,  you  will  be  privileged  to  watch

APPLICATIONS    FOR    SENIOR    CADET 

PERIOD  NOW  STREAMLINED:   EARLY 

PLANNING  URGED 
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If  you  are  a  Junior  Cadet — or  even 
a  Pre-Cadet — you  should  begin  think- 
ing about  where  you  would  be  best 
fitted  to  serve  during  your  Senior 
Cadet  period. 

Do  you  want  to  go  into  an  Army  or 
Navy  hospital,  or  into  one  of  the  other 
three  Federal  nursing  services?  If  so, 
consider  your  qualifications  and  how 
they  will  apply  as  a  Senior  Cadet.  Do 
not  wait  until  the  last  minute  to  make 
your  application.  This  has  meant  dis- 
appointment to  numerous  girls. 

We  have  received  letters  from  many 
of  you  from  all  sections  of  the  coun- 
try asking  questions  about  your  last 
6  months'  training  period.    These  let- 


ters helped  in  making  some  new 
changes  in  the  method  of  procedure 
for  Senior  Cadet  applications  to  a  Fed- 
eral Nursing  Service.  A  review  of  the 
streamlined  method  of  procedure,  ef- 
fective April  1,  1945,  will  answer'many 
of  the  questions  which  you  have  asked, 
and  perhaps  will  give  you  a  clearer 
idea  of  how  to  apply  for  your  Senior 
Cadet  service. 

For  instance,  here  is  a  question 
which  bothered  a  Cadet  Nurse  from 
New  Jersey.  She  wrote:  "I  would  like 
to  be  transferred  to  an  Army  hospital 
for  my  last  6  months.  How  will  ap- 
plicants be  selected?"

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YOUR  UNIFORM.  .. 

is  a  symbol  of  what  the  U.  S.  Cadet  Nurse  Corps  means 
to  you.  What  it  will  come  to  mean  to  others  depends  on 
how  you  wear  it.  In  proper  uniform  you  are  the  Corps' 
best  recruiter,  identified  on  sight  with  the  great  tradi- 
tions of  nursing.  And  you  are  in  proper  uniform  only  if 
everything  you  wear  is — in  military  language — "accord- 
ing to  regs."  Here  are  the  "regs": 

SUIT  Winter  wool  or  summer  chambray  should  al- 
ways be  freshly  pressed,  well  fitting  and  spotless  .  .  . 
skirt  hems  a  bit  below  the  back  of  knees  .  .  .  jacket  on 
in  public  .  .  .  shoulder  epaulets  straight  over  shoulders 
(An  invisible  tacking  job  will  keep  epaulets  from  slumping 
down  on  sleeves). 

REEFER  OR  TOPCOAT  Button  up  your  overcoat 
and  raincoat  at  all  times  for  uniform  trim.  (Coats  slung 
over  shoulders  are  taboo).  Keep  raincoat  belt  buckled 
.  . .  and  hands  out  of  pockets. 

BLOUSE  To  be  worn  always  with  winter  wools  .  .  . 
optional  with  summer  suit.  In  groups,  all  Cadet  Nurses 
should  dress  alike.  Avoid  dickies  and  non-regulation 
blouses. 

HEADGEAR  Beret  tops  winter  uniform;  beret  or  felt 
will  do  for  summer  wear.  But  in  all  group  appearances, 
headgear  should  be  identical.  Crease  beret  at  extreme 
right,  place  cap  device  directly  at  front  or  left  front  .  .  . 
wear  forward  on  head  or  slightly  back  as  best  becomes 
you— not  so  far  back,  however,  that  it  threatens  to  fall 
off  or  is  hidden  behind  a  mass  of  pompadour  curls.  On 
summer  felt  pin  cap  device  directly  in  center  front  of 
scarlet  band. 

HANDBAG  Winter  gray  or  summer  white  .  .  .  swing 
straight  ^om  left  shoulder.  Straps  were  not  designed 
to  cross  chest. 

SHOES  Wear  black  leather  with  low  or  medium  heels, 
closed  toes  with  winter  uniform.  For  summer,  either 
black  or  white  shoes,  but  in  gatherings  all  Cadet's  shoes 
must  be  the  same  color. 

HOSE  Beige  stockings  unembellished  by  clocks,  rib- 
bings or  other  decorations,  piease!  White  stockings  or
